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Constitution, 

AS AMENDED TO JUNE, 1899. 



Name. 



I. The Club existing under this Constitution 
is the Union Club of the City of New York. 

Property. 

II. The real estate of the Club is now vested 
in Trustees, and shall be held or transferred by 
them, or their successors, as may be directed by 
the Governing Committee. 

Government. 

III. I. The Government and management 
of the Club is confided to a Committee of twenty- 
four of its members, to be known as the Govern- 
ing Committee. 
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2. The Governing Committee is divided, into 
three equal classes, and the term of office of the 
oldest class shall expire on the Second Wednes- 
day of each June, or when their successors are 
elected. 

3. Members to replace the outgoing class, 
and to fill vacancies in the other classes, shall 
be elected by the Club at the annual election. 

4. A majority of all the votes cast shall be 
necessary to the election of a member of the 
Governing Committee, either to a place in the 
incoming class, or to fill a vacancy in either of 
the other classes. 

5. No member shall be eligible for election 
to the Governing Committee unless his name 
shall have been posted as a candidate in a 
conspicuous place in tlfe Club House for at least 
ten days before the election. 

6. Any member of the Governing Committee 
who shall absent himself from three consecu- 
tive regular meetings, unless he shall have 
previously obtained permission so to do from 
the Committee, or shall present at the next 
regular meeting an excuse for his absence sat- 
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isfactory to every membei: of the Committee 
present, shall cease to be a member of the 
Committee. 

Powers of the Governing Committee. 

IV. I. The Governing Committee is au- 
thorized to elect annually from its own body 
a President, Vice-President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer of the Club, who shall hold office 
until the second Wednesday of the succeeding 
June, and until their successors are elected. 

2. To appoint a House Committee of five, 
whose duty it shall be, subject to the direc- 
tion and control of the Governing Committee, 
to direct and manage the affairs of the Club, 
and to receive and act upon complaints and 
suggestions of members, reporting monthly to 
the Governing Committee. 

3. To admit members and to expel or to 
suspend them by ballot ; one adverse ballot in 
ten excluding, and a two-thirds vote of the Gov- 
erning Committee expelling or suspending. 

4. To prescribe rules for the admission of 
strangers. 
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5* To make rules for the use of the Club by 
the members, and for their conduct in the Qub 
House. 

6. To fix penalties for violation of the Rules, 
and to enforce the same. 

7. To remit penalties for offences against the 
Rules, and for accidental violations of the Con- 
stitution. 

8. To put an end to membership for any 
conduct of a member, not in violation of the 
Constitution or the Rules, but improper and 
prejudicial to the Club. 

9. To call special meetings of the Club to 
consider a specific subject. 

10. To make rules for their own government, 
and to fix and enforce penalties for the violation 
of such rules. 

Membership. 

V. I. The number of members, exclusive 
of officers of the Army and Navy of the United 
States and life members, shall not exceed fourteen 
hundred. Adult citizens of the United States, 
or foreigners resident therein two years, may 
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become members upon election by the Govern- 
ing Committee and payment of the entrance fee 
and the yearly dues. If such payment is not 
made within thirty days after notice of election 
shall have been given, either to the proposer or 
seconder of a candidate, the election shall be 
void. 

2. Candidates for membership must be pro- 
posed and seconded by two members, in their 
own handwriting, in a book kept for that pur- 
pose, at least ten days previous to a meeting 
of the Governing Committee, and their names 
posted in a conspicuous place in the Club 
House for the same length of time. 

3. Army and Navy members, when they re- 
sign from the Army or Navy, may become regu- 
lar members by applying to the Secretary to be 
transferred from the Army and Navy list to the 
list of regular members, and paying the annual 
dues from the date of their resignation. 

4. Regular members, upon being commis- 
sioned in the Regular Army or Navy, may be 
transferred to the Army and Navy list, on appli- 
cation to the Secretary. 
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Six Months' Visitors. 

VI. Officers of the Anny and Navy of the 
United States, and strangers not residing in nor 
within fifty miles of the city, nor doing business 
within those limits, may become visitors for six 
months, through election by the Governing 
Committee and payment of the yearly dues, such 
election to be governed by the same rules as the 
election of members. 

Entrance Fee and Yearly Dues. 

VII. I. The entrance fee shall be three 
hundred dollars ; the yearly dues seventy- five 
dollars, payable on the first day of May of each 
year. Officers of the Army and Navy of the 
United States are exempt from the yearly dues. 

2. The entrance fees shall be reserved and 
accumulated as a separate fund, and shall be 
applied only as the Club at large shall direct. 

Notices. 

VIII. A member may inscribe in a book, to 
be kept in the office, a mail address for notices 
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prescribed or directed by the Constitution or the 
Rules. In the absence of such inscription, such 
notices shall be served by depositing them in the 
Club letter-box, addressed to him, and he shall 
be held to have received them ten days after 
they are so mailed or deposited. 

Penalties. 

IX. I. Any member who shall fail to pay 
an amount due the Club exceeding twenty-five 
dollars (except the yearly dues) for three weeks 
after notice of the indebtedness and a request to 
pay the same, shall, upon the facts being pre- 
sented to the Governing Committee, cease to be 
a member, subject to the provisions of Section 
7, Article IV. 

2. Any member who shall fail to pay the 
yearly dues for three months after the first day 
of May shall cease to be a member, subject to 
the provisions of Section 7, Article IV. 

Amendments and Alterations. 

X. I. Amendments to the Constitution may 
be made at any meeting of the Club, annual or 
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special, by a two-third's vote ; alterations of any 
rule of the Governing Committee, by a majority 
vote. 

2. Notice of proposed amendments to the 
Constitution, or alterations of the Rules, shall be 
furnished to the Secretary at least fifteen days 
before the meeting at which it is proposed to 
consider them ; and the Secretary shall cause 
the same to be printed and distributed to 
members seven days before the meeting. 

Meetings of the Club. 

XI. 1. There shall be an annual meeting of 
the Club on the fourth Wednesday of May in 
each year, at such hour as the Governing Com- 
mittee may designate ; if no quorum be present, 
the presiding officer shall adjourn the meeting 
to any other day, with the same effect as if held 
as above. 

2. Upon the written request of fifty members 
the Governing Committee shall call a special 
meeting to consider a specific subject. 

3. One hundred and fifty members shall con- 
stitute a quorum at any meeting of the Club. 
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4. The report of the Governing Committee 
upon the condition of the Club shall be printed 
and distributed to members seven days before 
the annual meeting. 

5. At any meeting, after the business before 
it shall have been disposed of, discussion upon 
the interests of the Club shall be in order. 

Meetings of the Governing Committee. 

XII. The Governing Committee shall meet 
once a month, except during the months of July, 
August, and September. Special meetings may 
be called by order of the President or of the 
House Committee. A majority of its members 
(exclusive of those absent by its permission) shall 
constitute a quorum of the governing Committee. 

Election of Members of the Governing 
Committee. 

XIII. I. The Election to membership in the 
Governing Committee shall be held, by ballot, at 
each annual meeting of the Club, or at the first 
special meeting following the annual meeting, im- 
mediately after its organization. The presiding 
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officer shall appoint four inspectors of election, 
who shall receive and canvass the ballots, and 
certify the result to the Secretary. The polls 
shall remain open for two hours. 

2. In case the certificate of the inspectors 
shows that all the vacancies in the Governing 
Committee have not been filled at the election, 
the meeting shall be adjourned for two weeks, at 
which adjourned meeting the election to fill those 
vacancies shall proceed as hereinbefore provided. 

Duty of Officers. 

XIV. The President, and in his absence, the 
Vice-President, shall preside at all meetings of 
the Club and of the Governing Committee. In 
the event of their absence, a meeting of the 
Club or of the Governing Committee may elect 
its presiding officer. The Treasurer shall keep 
the accounts, and report thereon monthly, and 
the Secretary shall keep the records of the Club. 

Profit. 

XV. No profit exceeding twenty-five per cent, 
shall be made or charged upon any article sold 
to a member by the Club.

Rules of the Club. 



Elections by the Committee. 

1. A second ballot, upon the election of a 
proposed member, shall be taken at any time 
before the adjournment of a meeting upon the 
motion of a single member of the Committee ; 
but after the meeting, a rejected candidate shall 
not be again balloted for, unless again proposed 
for membership, and then only when his name 
shall be reached in its regular order on the list 
of candidates. 

No member of the Committee shall propose 
or second a candidate for membership of the 
Club* 

2. A candidate whose name shall have been 
laid over at two successive meetings shall be 
stricken from the list of candidates. He may 
be proposed again for membership, but shall not 
be balloted for until his name is reached in 
regular order on the list. 
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This rule shall not apply to minor sons of 
members or of deceased members. 

3. Any person having resigned from the 
Cluby and being again proposed for member- 
ship, shall be balloted for before any other 
candidate. 

4. When members have resigned from the 
Club and are re-elected to membership the date 
of the last election only shall be printed in the 
annual Club list of members. 

Meetings of the Committee. 

5. The Governing Committee shall meet on 
the second Wednesday of the months designated 
by the Constitution, at nine o'clock p.m. 

The proceedings of the meetings of the Gov- 
erning Committee shall be held to be strictly 
private. 

House Committee. 

6. The House Committee must meet Tuesday 
of each week. It is authorized to manage the 
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Club, to regulate prices, order purchases, audit 
accounts, receive and redress complaints, and 
dismiss all employes. 

Strangers. 

7. The Secretary shall issue, with the consent 
of the House Committee, to ministers plenipo- 
tentiary and acting representatives of foreign 
powers to the United States, invitations to the 
privileges of the Club while acting in their 
official capacity. 

The Secretary shall issue, with the consent of 
the House Committee, to strangers of distinction, 
invitations to the privileges of the Club for such 
period as the House Committee may determine, 
not exceeding three months. 

Residents in or within fifty miles of the city, 
or doing business within those limits, can be 
admitted only to the private Dining Rooms. 

A member may invite to the privileges of the 
Club, for a period of seven consecutive days, a 
resident of the United States, not excluded as 
above, or a non-resident of the United States, 
but can have no more than one guest at a time. 
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No Stranger shall be introduced a second time, 
unless he shall have been absent from the city 
three months. The House Committee may re- 
voke any invitation. 

The names and residences of such strangers, 
and the names of the members introducing them 
must be recorded, and hosts are held responsible 
for their guests. 

The privileges of the Club shall not be ex- 
tended to minors. 

Restrictions. 

8. Smoking is not permitted in the Dining 
Room. 

9. Servants must not be feed. 

10. Publications belonging to the Club must 
not be taken from it, nor must filed newspapers 
be removed from the room to which they be- 
long. 

11. Books, Pamphlets, Magazines or Maps 
must not be defaced by pencil memoranda or 
otherwise, or removed from the Library. 

12. Smoking, conversation, and the reading 
of newspapers are prohibited in the Library. 
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13. Meals for fewer than six persons cannot 
be served in a private Dining Room. 

14. No person who is not a member of the 
Club can give a dinner in the private Dining 
Room. 

15. Dogs shall not be allowed in the Club 
House. 

GoTerament 

16. In no case, when a resolution has been 
passed at a meeting of the Committee affecting 
the relations of a member of the Club towards 
the Club, shall such resolution be reviewed, 
acted upon, or rescinded at a subsequent meet- 
ing, without notice in writing being sent by the 
Secretary to each member of the Committee, at 
least ten days before the meeting, that such 
previous action will be brought up for review or 
reconsideration. 

Games. 

17. No game shall be played for any stake. 
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Kitchen and Bar. 

1 8. The kitchen and bar shall be kept open 
as the House Committee may direct. 

Hours. 

19. The Club House shall be opened at 7 
A.M. from May i to November i, and at 7.30 a.m. 
from November i to May i. 

Indebtedness to Club. 

20. A notice shall be sent, as soon as practi- 
cable after the first day of each month, and not 
later than the third day of the month, to each 
member who shall be indebted to the Club on 
the last day of the preceding month in an 
amount exceeding twenty-five dollars. Said 
notice shall be accompanied by a request to pay 
the amount within three weeks after date thereof ; 
and a failure to comply with such request shall 
subject the member to the penalties of Section 
I, Article IX. of the Constitution. 

The names of the members who have not paid 
their yearly dues by the ist of June shall be 
posted in the Reading Room. 
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No member's indebtedness to the Club shall 
exceed three hundred dollars. 

Whenever a member's indebtedness to the 
Club shall reach the sum of three hundred dollars, 
his further credit and supplies shall be stopped 
until the entire amount due shall have been paid. 

Complaints. 

21. Complaints of any deficiency in the ser- 
vice of the Club, of overcharges, mischarges, 
mistakes, or defects, must be made in writing to 
the House Committee, 

House. 

22. Notices of any kind relating to other 
than Club business shall not be posted in the 
Club, except such notices as shall be by order of 
the House Committee placed upon the bulletin 
board, nor shall circulars other than those issued 
by the Club be received or distributed, except 
such as may come through the mail. 

A member of the Club may obtain from the 
Club a sum not exceeding $ioo in any one day 
on his cheque drawn upon some recognized Bank, 
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Bankers, or Trust Company, or on such a cheque 
when duly endorsed by him; cheques only to 
be cashed for a member presenting them in 
person, and only when dated on or prior to the 
day of presentation. 

The Treasurer of the Club shall have the 
power, whenever in his opinion there is an abuse 
of the above privilege, of suspending it so far as 
any one or more of the members are concerned — 
such action by the Treasurer to be subject to 
review by the Committee. The above privilege 
not to apply to visitors of the Club. 

Members are requested to take a receipt for 
all moneys paid to the office and deposit the 
same in the box for "member's receipts." 

Vouchers shall not be delivered prior to the 
pa3rment of the indebtedness and will not be 
retained longer than three months. 

The Barber Shop will be open daily, except 
Sunday, as follows : 

May ist to Nov. ist, 7 a.m. until 8 p.m. 

Nov. ist to May ist, 7.30 a.m. until 8 p.m. 

Sundays, opening at the usual hour ; closing at 
5 P.M. (During the summer closing at i p.m.) 
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Hats, coats, wraps, etc., must not be left lying 
about the Club. 

The Club will not be responsible for any arti- 
cle unless left in the Coat Room and checked. 
Where a check has been mislaid or lost a de- 
scription of the article checked must be given 
to the servant in charge, who will thereupon 
deliver the same upon the signing of a receipt. 

No one shall be permitted to retain a private 
hook in the Coat Room. The Coat Room will 
be locked at 2 a.m. ; after that hour, when arti- 
cles are wanted, application must be made to 
the watchman. 

Refreshments shall not be served in the 
Strangers' Room, Library, Barber Shop, Bath 
Rooms, or Lavatories. 

A member ordering wines, liquors, and cigars 
shall sign an order when they are served. 
When the service is made in the Dining Room 
a written order must be given in advance. 

With the exception of Cups ordered served 
in the Dining Rooms, no drinks will be permit- 
ted to be mixed except by the bar-keepers. 

No private wines or liquors shall be received 
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in the Club for members except for use in the 
Dining Rooms, and any wines or liquors remain- 
ing over must be removed from the Club House. 

Private wines, liquors, or cigars shall not be 
stored in the Club House. Fifty cents per quart 
and twenty-five cents per pint corkage shall be 
charged on all private bottles. 

The Club will not be responsible for the de- 
livery or the condition of any articles supplied 
for use outside of the Club House. 
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
